The  Borough  is  situated  in  the  northern  part  of  Mid-Cheshire,  3 miles 
south  of  Manchester . 

The  total  population  in  accordance  VTith  the  Registrar  G-eneral  * s 
Estimate  is  39,660. 

There  is  a considerable  industrial  area  containing  several  large 
engineering  works  of  world  wide  repute,  and  a number  of  smaller  concerns  and 
factories,  providing  employment  for  a large  section  of  the  population. 

A fair  proportion  of  the  population  is  residential,  with  business 
interests  in  Manchester,  Salford  and  other  towns. 

The  main  shopping  centre  and  Public  Market  provide  facilities  for 
a large  number  of  people  from  adjoining  districts. 

The  public  market  is  held  on  Tuesday  and  Ss.turday  of  each  week  and  is 
vrell  patronised  by  shoppers  from  a very  wide  area.

Diphtheria. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  since  immunisation  against  this  disease 
commenced  in  1940,  there  have  been  no  deaths  and  only  8 cases  notified,  whereas 
in  the  previous  ten  years  there  were  15  child  deaths  and  287  cases. 

Measles. 

The  measles  epidemic  started  in  the  latter  months  of  the  year  after  some 
eighteen  months  of  comparative  freedom.  The  occurrence  of  measles  in  this  area 
has  been  following  a biennial  pattern  over  recent  years.

One  hundred  and  twenty-five  (123) samples  were  collected  and  examined  during 
the  yea.r.  Of  these  103  samples  were  free  from  colifora  bacteria  in  100  mis  of 
water.

The  above  coli  results  are  not  derived  from  any  pollution  of  the  distributed 
water  from  an  external  source;  they  are  derived  from  disturbed  deposits  in  the 
mains  themselves.  Aftergrowths  of  essentially  non-faecal  coli  occur  in  these 
mains  deposits  and  upon  being  disturbed  some  coli  are  transferred  to  the  water 
flowing  in  the  main,  Fourteen  of  the  above  samples,  including  the  ones  with  the 
highest  counts,  were  obtained  during  the  period  May  to  September  inclusive,  the 
warm  period  of  the  year  when  aftergrowths  are  most  active.  Coinciding  with  this, 
a great  deal  of  scraping  and  lining  of  mains  was  carried  out  and  this  greatly 
increased  the  disturbances  due  to  the  flushing  necessary.  Disturbance  caused  by 
fire  fighting  caused  two  samples  to  show  the  presence  of  coli.  It  will  be  noted 
that  faecal  type  coli  were  found  in  only  three  samples  and  these  in  low  numbers. 

The  supplies  have  been  chlorinated  throughout  the  year, 

PLUMBO - SOLVENCY . 

The  raw  Thirlmere  water  has  a low  plumbo-solvent  action,  but  it  is  neutraliser 
with  hydrated  lime  at  the  head  works  to  raise  the  pH  value  of  the  distributed  wat e:: 
Two  tests  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  after  overnight  contact  with  lead 
service  pipes  and  the  values  obtained  were  0.06  and  0.05  p.p.ra,  lead  as  Pb, 

Two  complaints  were  received  with  reference  to  the  water  supply  and  samples 
of  the  water  supplied  from  the  mains  of  the  Manchester  Corporation  were  taken  from 
the  dwellihghouses  concerned.  These  were  examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
and  found  to  be  satisfactory,  no  B.  Coli  present. 

The  water  supply  at  Brookside  Farm  and  two  cottages  off  Sinderland  Road, 
Altrincham,  is  obtained  from  a well  in  the  farm  yard.  Two  samples  of  the  water 
were  bacteriologically  examined,  and  found  to  be  satisfactory.  No  faecal 
pollution  was  found. 


Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse , 

The  vehicles  used  for  the  collection  of  refuse  and  salvage  are  garaged  in 
the  Towns  Yard,  Moss  Lane,  Altrincham,  This  yard  is  also  the  Highways  Depot,  In 
the  last  annual  report  reference  was  made  to  a scheme  which  the  Borough  Surveyor 
was  preparing  to  accommodate  the  Sanitary  Department  vehicles  and  to  erect  premises 
for  the  baling  of  paper  and  the  storage  of  municipal  ashbins  on  land  at  Wharf  Road/ 
Altrincham,  which  is  the  property  of  the  Corporation,  The  Borough  Council 
adopted  a scheme,  and  decided  to  make  application  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  for  permission  to  proceed  with  the  work.  The  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  replied  that  the  Minister  was  unable  to  consider  the 
erection  of  the  proposed  depot  at  the  present  time.  The  Borough  Council  then 
decided  to  make  application  to  the  Ministry  for  permission  to  proceed  with  the 
portion  of  the  work  comprising  the  ashbin  storage  and  paper  baling  premises. 

Towards  the  end  f the  year  a letter  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  stating  that  the  Minister  had  approved  in  principle  the  proposals 
for  the  provision  of  an  ashbin  store  and  paper  baling  premises  at  Wharf  Road, 
Altrincham,  The  Borough  Council  decided  that  a specification  and  bills  of 
quantities  in  respect  of  the  provision  of  the  proposed  ashbin  store  and  paper 
baling  premises  be  prepared  and  that  tenders  be  invited  for  carrying  out  the  work. 

The  North  Western  Whitley  Council  for  Local  Authorities  Services,  Manual 
Workers  have  provided  Schedule  of  Wages  and  Working  Conditions.  Drivers,  Refuse 
Collectors  and  Refuse  Tip  Attendants  who  have  completed  a certain  length  of 
service  with  the  Local  Authority  are  entitled  to  an  annual  holiday  of  two  calendar- 
weeks,  and  public  holidays  as  they  occur.  On  account  of  the  impossibility  of 
obtaining  substitute  labour  to  replace  men  on  holidays  the  Borough  Council 
decided  that  the  Department  be  closed  from  28th  July  to  2nd  August,  and  again  from 
1st  to  6th  September,  1952,  This  procedure  created  dislocation  in  the  collection 
of  the  refuse,  and  during  the  period  and  for  a time  afterwards  some  complaints 
that  refuse  had  not  been  collected  were  received.  Every  effort  is  made  to 
maintain  the  collection  of  refuse  on  fixed  days  during  the  week,  but  this  is  not 
always  possible  due  to  holidays,  breakdown  of  vehicles,  and  other  circums tances 
which  cannot  be  controlled.

In  January,  1952,  the  price  of  mixed  waste  paper  in  pressed  packed  bales  was 
£16,0,0,  per  ton,  by  December,  1952,  it  had  fallen  to  £7.10.0,  per  ton.  In  framing 
the  annual  estimates  for  1952-53 , it  was  expected  that  the  price  obtaining  at  the 
time  the  estimates  were  compiled  would  be  maintained.  There  was  no  indication 
to  the  contrary.  As  a result  of  the  big  fall  in  price,  it  is  probable  that  the 
estimated  receipts  from  salvage  for  US’ 52—53  will  be  about  £2,450.0.0.  The  receipts 
for  1951-52  were  £5,257.13.3. 

Disposal  of  Refuse . 

The  disposal  of  refuse  on  land  which  is  the  property  of  the  Corporation  at  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Farm,  off  Sinderland  Road,  Altrincham  was  continued  during  the  year. 
The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  methods  of  controlled  tipping,  A portion  of  land  is 
excavated  each  year  in  preparation  for  the  deposit  of  refuse,  which  is  immediately 
covered  with  suitable  covering  material,  When  a further  excavation  takes  place, 
the  soil  previoucly  removed  is  spread  over  the  site  where  the  refuse  has  been 
deposited. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal . 

The  details  of  a scheme  in  connection  with  the  sewerage,  sewage  disposal  and 
surface  water  drainage  for  the  Borough  have  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  for  approval  to  proceed,  and  also  for  consent  to  the 
necessary  loans.
